place bsyond the pale of the laws of 
nations came important pronounce­ 
ments from London and Washington 
upon which are pinned the hopes of 
both governments that an agreement 
is not far away. 
Addressing the House of Commons, 
Premier MacDonald announced that 
Great Britain and America had agreed 
upon parity, qualified by a degree of 
elasticity to meet the needs of both 
nations 
as the underlying principle 
of disarmament discussions. He said 
further that work on 
two 
British 
cruisers was to be suspended, the 
construction 
of a submarine depot 
ship and two submarines cancelled 
and dock-yard work retarded. In ad­ 
dition he announced his intention of 
visiting the United States in Octo­ 
ber. 
Quick to respond, President Hoover 
announced that the construction of 
three cruisers of this year’s building 
program 
would 
be postponed until 
there is an opportunity to consider 
their effect, upon an agreement for 
parity, which, he added, he expected 
to be 
reached. He welcomed Mac­ 
Donald’s proposed visit and spoke of 
the “ real satisfaction” with which he 
had read prtss reports of the Prime 
Minister's address. 
Through 
both 
statements 
ran 
a 
tone of cordiality and good will that 
brought many comments of pleasure 
from officials here and was regarded 
by many as one of the most important 
outcomes of the discussions that have 
gone fotward in the last few months. 
The cruisers reterred to by the 
President are among those authorized 
by the fifteen cruiser law, which spe­ 
cified that they should be laid down 
iat stated intervals within a period of 
three y*ars. Mr. Hoover can postpone 
their construction until the end 'of 
the current fiscal year, more than 
eleven months away, and in the mean­ 
time he hopes for important develop­ 
ments in the move for a disarmament 
agreement. The original intention was 
to begin work on the vessels in the 
fall. 
On Tapitol Hill there was much 
favorable comment from members of 
both parties on th-> day’* develop­ 
ments. while objection was voiced by 
Chairman Britten of the House naval 
committee.
